— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ment Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and in supersession of the notification of the late 
Government of United Provinces Municipal Department No. 721/XI-32.C dated 
the 17th March, 1926 the Cantonment Board, Kanpur, with the previous sanction 
of Central Government hereby Imposes a tax on all persons carrying on any trade, 
calling or vocation within the limits of Kanpur Cantonment, at the rates specified 
in the Schedule annexed hereto: 


Provided that persons carrying on more than one trade shall be liable to pay 
full tax for the trade the tax pertaining to which is the highest amongst the 
different trades carried on by him, plus half the tax pertaining to every other 
trade carried on by him, subject to a maximum of Rs. 250/- only.
